In the years 1965-1966 he studied in the USA, at the School of Music of India- 
na University at Bloomington, where his teachers were J. Gingold — violin, and 
J. Starker — chamber music. 

In 1959 K. Jakowicz won the First Prize at the E. Ysaye National Violin Compe- 
tition in Poland. In 1962 he was awarded both the Third Prize at the Fourth 
H. Wieniawski International Violin Competition in Poznan and the Special Prize 
of Henryk Szeryng. 

He has been giving concerts both at home and abroad, namely im DDR, 
West Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Italy, USA, Soviet Union. In 1970 
Jakowicz gave concerts in France where he appeared at summer festivals 
alongside with such celebrated artists as A. Benedetti-Michelangeli, S. Richter, 
Z. Francescati, E. Schwarzkopf. 

His repertoire includes about 20 violin concertos, among them all major works 
for that instrument, as well as a score of recital programmes. For some years 
already Jakowicz has been conducting classes of violin at the State Higher 
Music School in Warsaw.

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In Polish violin music of the last century it is brilliant virtuoso pieces that prevail. They 
used to be composed by great violinists, such as Henryk Wieniawski, Karol Lipinski and 
many other fine musicians for whom writing music was — it must be said — mostly an inci- 
dental occupation in their activity of virtuosos. 
Polish composers of the twentieth century, on the other hand, were trying to achieve express- 
ion rather than virtuoso effects, which does not mean that their pieces were technically easier 
than those of the previous century. It is enough to mention here the beautiful and extremely 
difficult Myths’ by Karol Szymanowski. 
Burlesque by Adam Andrzejowski (1880-1920) is a fine example of the composer's know- 
ledge of the violin. Andrzejowski developes in this rapid, capricious piece the achievements 
of the nineteenth century violin technique and introduces into it, at the same time, elements 
of the neo-classical style, which was then, in the first decade of the nineteenth century, 
being formed. 
The two Polonaises by Henryk Wieniawski (1835-1880), the greatest Polish violinist, are 
excellent pieces, full of virtuoso lustre. The Polonaise in D major, Op. 4 of 1853 and the 
Polonaise in A major Op, 21 of 1870, as well as the Capriccio-Valse Op: 7 show a finished 
form, rich melodic invention and mastery in their display of brilliant technical effects of 
those days. 
Aleksander Zarzycki (1834-1895), a distinguished composer and pianist was known first of 
all for his songs. As regards his violin pieces, the most frequently performed among them 
are the Mazurka op. 26 and the Romance op. 16. The style of Zarzycki's violin music 
oscillates between the nineteenth century virtuosity and attempts to modernize the mu- 
sical idiom. In his stylizations of Polish dances Zarzycki was still under a strong influence 
of the “salon'’ music and would put the rhythms of a mazurka or kujawiak into the formu- 
las of the brilliant violin pieces of his day. 
Karol Szymanowski's (1882-1937) violin pieces mark a completely new approach to the 
musical work itself and the technique of composition. In all his violin compositions Szyma- 
nowski achieves unusual, pioneering results in extracting from the violin and the piano 
new sonorities. 
The Montaineers' Dance, arranged by Pawet Kochanski, is a transcription of a fragment 
of Scene VII from K, Szymanowski's famous ballet Harnasie, and it demonstrates a refined, 
sublimated stylization of the Tatra Mountains folk music. 
Roxana's Song from the opera King Roger, in Pawet Kochanski's fine transcription, is 
also a kind of stylization, and a very original one at that, of a music with oriental flavour.

In March 1865, 318 Afro-American members of Court Street Baptist Church, founded 1789, (the oldest Baptist Church of the two cities of Norfolk and Portsmouth) 
withdrew and formed Zion Baptist Church. The land upon which Zion church's sanctuary is located was contributed by a member of Court Street Baptist Church in the person of 


Richard Cox. It is a matter of interest that the Court of Hustings Deed Book 5, page 422, shows that the ownership of land by Zion Baptist Church is the first record of land 
ownership by Afro-Americans in Portsmouth, Virginia. 


Zion Baptist Church, is a congregation of approximately 700 members. It was founded March 10, 1865, and located at its present site, corner of Green and King Streets. This 
recording was made during the 108th year of the church's history. From the founding date until the time this album was made (1973), Zion has had only seven pastors including 
the present minister, The Reverend G. Daniel Jones. Rev. Jones, an experienced Pastor, a graduate of Virginia Union University, Richmond, Virginia and Andover Newton 
Theological School, Newton Centre, Massachusetts, earning a B.S. and M. Div. degrees respectively, succeeds six gifted, and dynamic leaders in Zion's history, namely, The Rev. E. 
G. Coprew (1865-1881), Dr. John M. Armistead (1882-1925), Dr. E. E. Smith (1925-1933), Dr. U. G. Wilson (1935-1961), Dr. H. Edward Whitaker (1963-1969), and The Rev. 
Walter L. Parrish, Il. (1970-1971). 


Mr. W. T. Mercer, Zion’s Minister of Music for a total of more than a quarter century, is a graduate of Lincoln University and Columbia University with A.B. and M.A. 
degrees including a professional diploma respectively. Ms. Edwina Battle, Zion's Directress of the Children’s Choir, is a graduate of Virginia State, Petersburg and Boston University. 
Her performance in this recording was her final public appearance in the church before her two year sabbatical, to complete studies toward the Ed. D. degree at the University of 
Wisconsin. The church receives a ministry of music from five effective choirs, namely, The Senior, The Youth, The Children’s, The Gospel, and The Men‘s Chorus. The renditions 
recorded include selections from the Senior and Children’s choirs. 


This album is a timely audio-visual aid, reminding us that on March 11, 1973, Zion celebrated her 108th Anniversary, and installed her seventh pastor. It also recognizes the 
importance of church music as an effective ministry within itself. It further recognizes the contribution of children as well as mature adults. 


Zion is a versatile, and flexible American Baptist Church with an involved congregation, a relevant ministry for all age groups, a priority on missions, and maintains a 
fellowship where Christ is the focus, Regular Sunday morning worship services begin at Eleven o'clock a.m. and at Ten o'clock a.m. during the months of July and August. 
Everyone is welcome.

In Polish violin music of the last century it is brilliant virtuoso pieces that prevail. They 
used to be composed by great violinists, such as Henryk Wieniawski, Karol Lipinski and 
many other fine musicians for whom writing music was — it must be said — mostly an inci- 
dental occupation in their activity of virtuosos. 
Polish composers of the twentieth century, on the other hand, were trying to achieve express- 
ion rather than virtuoso effects, which does not mean that their pieces were technically easier 
than those of the previous century. It is enough to mention here the beautiful and extremely 
difficult Myths’ by Karol Szymanowski. 
Burlesque by Adam Andrzejowski (1880-1920) is a fine example of the composer's know- 
ledge of the violin. Andrzejowski developes in this rapid, capricious piece the achievements 
of the nineteenth century violin technique and introduces into it, at the same time, elements 
of the neo-classical style, which was then, in the first decade of the nineteenth century, 
being formed. 
The two Polonaises by Henryk Wieniawski (1835-1880), the greatest Polish violinist, are 
excellent pieces, full of virtuoso lustre. The Polonaise in D major, Op. 4 of 1853 and the 
Polonaise in A major Op. 21 of 1870, as well as the Capriccio-Valse Op. 7 show a finished 
form, rich melodic invention and mastery in their display of brilliant technical effects of 
those days. 
Aleksander Zarzycki (1834-1895), a distinguished composer and pianist was known first of 
all for his songs. As regards his violin pieces, the most frequently performed among them 
are the Mazurka op, 26 and the Romance op. 16. The style of Zarzycki's violin music 
oscillates between the nineteenth century virtuosity and attempts to modernize the mu- 
sical idiom. In his stylizations of Polish dances Zarzycki was still under a strong influence 
of the ‘salon’ music and would put the rhythms of a mazurka or kujawiak into the formu- 
las of the brilliant violin pieces of his day. 
Karol Szymanowski's (1882-1937) violin pieces mark a completely new approach to the 
musical work itself and the technique of composition. In all his violin compositions Szyma- 
nowski achieves unusual, pioneering results in extracting from the violin and the piano 
new sonorities. 
The Montaineers' Dance, arranged by Pawel Kochanski, is a transcription of a fragment 
of Scene Vil from K. Szymanowski's famous ballet Harnasie, and it demonstrates a refined, 
sublimated stylization of the Tatra Mountains folk music, 
Roxana's Song from the opera King Roger, in Pawet Kochanski's fine transcription, is 
also a kind of stylization, and a very original one at that, of a music with oriental flavour.

In March 1865, 318 Afro-American members of Court Street Baptist Church, founded 1789, (the oldest Baptist Church of the two cities of Norfolk and Portsmouth) 
withdrew and formed Zion Baptist Church. The land upon which Zion church's sanctuary is located was contributed by a member of Court Street Baptist Church in the person of 
Richard Cox. It is a matter of interest that the Court of Hustings Deed Book 5, page 422, shows that the ownership of land by Zion Baptist Church is the first record of land 
ownership by Afro-Americans in Portsmouth, Virginia. 


Zion Baptist Church, is a congregation of approximately 700 members. It was founded March 10, 1865, and located at its present site, corner of Green and King Streets. This 
recording was made during the 108th year of the church's history. From the founding date until the time this album was made (1973), Zion has had only seven pastors including 
the present minister, The Reverend G. Daniel Jones. Rev. Jones, an experienced Pastor, a graduate of Virginia Union University, Richmond, Virginia and Andover Newton 
Theological School, Newton Centre, Massachusetts, earning a B.S. and M. Div. degrees respectively, succeeds six gifted, and dynamic leaders in Zion's history, namely, The Rev. E. 
G. Coprew (1865-1881), Dr. John M. Armistead (1882-1925), Dr. E. E. Smith (1925-1933), Dr. U. G. Wilson (1935-1961), Dr, H. Edward Whitaker (1963-1969), and The Rev. 
Walter L. Parrish, Il. (1970-1971). 


Mr. W. T. Mercer, Zion's Minister of Music for a total of more than a quarter century, is a graduate of Lincoln University and Columbia University with A.B. and M.A. 
degrees including a professional diploma respectively. Ms. Edwina Battle, Zion's Directress of the Children’s Choir, is a graduate of Virginia State, Petersburg and Boston University. 
Her performance in this recording was her final public appearance in the church before her two year sabbatical, to complete studies toward the Ed. D. degree at the University of 
Wisconsin. The church receives a ministry of music from five effective choirs, namely, The Senior, The Youth, The Children’s, The Gospel, and The Men’s Chorus. The renditions 
recorded include selections from the Senior and Children’s choirs. 


This album is a timely audio-visual aid, reminding us that on March 11, 1973, Zion celebrated her 108th Anniversary, and installed her seventh pastor, It also recognizes the 
importance of church music as an effective ministry within itself. It further recognizes the contribution of children as well as mature adults. 


Zion is a versatile, and flexible American Baptist Church with an involved congregation, a relevant ministry for all age groups, a priority on missions, and maintains a 
fellowship where Christ is the focus. Regular Sunday morning worship services begin at Eleven o'clock a.m. and at Ten o'clock a.m. during the months of July and August. 
Everyone is welcome.
